DEAD LANGUAGES.

it wus proposed to translate them into modern
tongues, this w as regarded ns a perilous innovation
though it is plain that the real innovation was that
which hasjtaken placo imperceptibly, since the very
object proposed by the vulgato version was that
the Scriptures might not ho left in an unknown
tongue.
